| DISASTER ON THE SEA. 


Circumstances Which Lead to the 
Belief That 1,000 People 
Have Perished by a 

Collision, 

New York, June 2.—Mariners here- 
abouts incline to the opinion that a ter- 
rible disaster has recently occurred at sea, 
somewhere near this port, in which more 
than a thousand souls have perished. 
The facts that lead to this opinion are as 
follows: Saturday the steamer Ocean ar- 


| rived and reported that on last Thursday 
| morning the wreck of a full rigged ship 


| tain of the Ocean 


was passed in fat. 40, deg. 22 min. north, 
iong. 68, deg. 40 min. west. The cap 

made a carefnl and 
minute examimMation to ascertain the name 
of the craft, but owing to the wreck be- 
ing overturned and partly submerged, he 
could only make out words **Yar- 
mouth, N.S.,” on the stern. The vessel 
was cut through forward of the mizzen 
rigging, evidesgtly dene in collision. From 
a description as given by the captain of 
the Ocean, shipping nen believe that the 
vessel is the British sailing ship, Fred 
Taylor, of Yatmouth, N.S. This vessel 
was sighted If miles out from Sandy 
Hook on Jupe 2nd, and should have 
reached port'pver a week ago. The steam- 
ship Vega, With a crew of sixty men, 
commanded $y Captain Rosa, sailed from 
Lisbon on Jame 6th for the Azores tnd 
New York. She had 316 passengers 
when she sailed from Lisbon, aad it is ex- 
pected that she shipped nearly twice that 
many from the ports in the Azores. The 
steamer was due here last Tuesday, but 
bas not arrived. Her agents are very 
anxious regarding the vessel, while scores 
of the friends of the passengers have been 
besieging the barge oftice to learn some-
